BY MINE EXPLOSION 


C hariton, W. Va.. Jan. It*—An 
explosion of dust in the mines of 
Paint Creek Colliery Company 
rn Paint Creek, twenty-five miles 
east of here, propably caused the 
death of eighteen miner/* who 
were in the mine at the time. 
The eighteen men were entomb 
ed and up to a late hour tonight 
rescuing parties h a v e o n l y 
brought out the body of G. P. 
Neal, who was found near the 


mouth of the mine. 
The explosion occurred short­ 
ly after noon when most of the 
men were on the outside at din­ 
ner. 
Had it not been for this 
there might have been several 
hundred victims of the explosion. 
It is known that at least eight­ 
een men were in .the mine and it 
is believed by some that there 
were more men in it at the time 
of the explosion.

Bodies of Men Killed in U nited States 
W ill Not Be Snr t H om e a t Gov­ 
ern m e n t Expense. 


W ashington.— The body of a soldier 
killed in active service cannot be sent 
home to his relatives at governm ent 
expense for burial if he dies In the 
United States. 
Moreover, 
the

must he placed in the coffin issued by

quarterm aster 
general’s 
dep art­ 
ment. 
This was the decision of the 
comptroller of me treasury in the case 
of Private Albert I^aste. T w enty-ninth 
battery field artillery, who was killed 
at Fort Riley, Kau., last October.

to 
send his body to his relatives for burial 
and desiring a better coffin than was 
supplied by the q u arte rm ster’s d ep a rt­ 
ment. which was only allowed to spend

THE MOONLIGHT TRAILERS.

X the north shore of Luke 
0 


- 
— 
Superior, where the C ana­ 
dian Pacific Hallway d raw s 
a trail line of settlem ent 
through that rugged coun­ 
try of granite and forest, 
lived Peter Shanley. 
In the sum m er 
he was a section man on the road, hut 
he usually went north into the woods 
w ith the first snow, and spent the 
w inter in trapping. 
H e had discovered an excellent tra p ­ 
ping location oil the upper Nipigon, 
and had gone there for the last four 
Minters w ith his hunting partner, a 
French Canadian 
nam ed 
Chouteau. 
T here they had built a log cabin, and 
there they returned early iii the Min­ 
ter of last year with tw o toboggan­ 
loads of supplies, and at once proceed­ 
ed to lay out their lilies of traps. 
There 
were 
m arten-traps 
in 
the 
swam ps, rn nk traps along the frozen 
stream s, and a few fox and lynx traps; 
but one of their great hopes of profit 
Mas from th e tim berw olves. 
There is 
a Governm ent bounty of $10 on the 
scalps of these anim als; but for them 
they set no traps. 
It is next to impossible to capture 
th*' gray timber-wolf by a r y of the 
ordinary devices. 
Ile knows the most 
cunning!} disposed trap as far as lie 
can see it. and he can smell poison 
through any disguise. 
Hut for circum ­ 
venting these too sagacious animals. 
Shanley had invented a method of his 
own. which had already proved highly 
successful. 
Du a moonlight night he would go 
into the sw am ps and shoot a couple 
of rabbits, which lie would drag in the 
snow so a s t ) leave a blood trail. 
Such 
a scent is irresistible to any predatory 
anim al, and a fte r an hour's tram ping 
Shanley would hear the hunting cry 
open—the 
curious. 
moaning 
yelp 
through tho dark woods. 
H e would 
then m ake a small semi-circle back, 
and climb a tree close to his i wit trail. 
W hen the pack came past on the scent 
lie usually m anaged t< 
get at least 
three shots w ith his repeater before 
they scattered. 
They rarely shew ed spirit enough to 
attack him; the Slidden fright of the 
shots sent them scampering. Ile would 
gladly have had them besiege him in 
Jus tree, for with a belt full of c a rt­ 
ridges he could have killed the whole 
pack, which seldom num bered more 
than eight or ten. 
Hut he never had 
any such fortune. 
W inter set in hard and early, w ith 
unusually deep snow, and near the end 
of December Shanley w ent out on his 
first wolf-hcnt of the season. 
It was 
about moonrise, and the night air w as 
so still as to appear milder th an it 
really was. 
There had been recent 
heavy storms, and the hemlocks w ere 
deeply laden with fresh snow, dry as 
powder. 
The woods were very still. 
a n d in the strange, bluish northern 
moonlight the silence seemed 
m ys­ 
terious and sinister. 
Shanley was not much im pressed by 
these effects, however, 
lie merely ob­ 
served that it w as intensely cold. and 
th a t perching in a tree would be frigid 
w ork that night. in spite of His double 
clothing arid gloves.

Shanley sat down on a 
log to rest, and as the w arm th of exer­ 
cise died out. tin* cold nipped him to the 
bone through the “four jHiint” blanket 
coat. 
H e got up and moved on, in­ 
tending to return in a long curve to- 
w ard the cabin. 
Ile did rot much 
care, a fte r all. w hether lie started any 
wolves. 
It w as too cold for hunting 
th a t night. 
T he dry snow swished round his 
ankles at the fall of the long rackets. 
Ile still dragged the dead hares, which 
w ere now frozen almost as hard as 
wood, hut not too hard to leave a scent. 
T h e air grew steadily colder. 
The 
therm om eters at Sault Salute Marie 
wont 
tw enty-three 
below zero that 
night. 
H e had reached the other side of tin 
sw am p when his ears caught suddenly 
a high-pitched, m ournful howl, ending 
in a sort of yelp. sounding indefinite!,! 
far aw ay, yet clearly heard through 
th e tense air. 
ID' knew well w hat it 
w as. 
The pack had struck ti tra il- 
poasibly Ids own, possibly that of i 
deer. 
He would very soon learn which 
Shanley tvas just then in the midst 
of a tangled stretch or second growth, 
w here the view was too obstructed foi 
shooting, and he hurried on to reach 
* 
m ore open woods. 
A fter ten minutes 


of pushing through the snowy thickets, 
he came unexpectedly upon the shore 
of a good-sited river, covered deep 
w ith snow, a w hite avenue Minding 
a M ay into the m idnight forest.

it caught across the hole, and he clung 
to it fiercely. 
As the current w as for­ 
tunately not rapid, he m anaged to draw 
him self up. 
Hut he found him self unable to ex­ 
tricate his feet. 
I he long-tailed snow ­ 
shoes had gone down point foremost, 
and now Mere crossed under the ice. 
and refused to come up. 
H e dared not 
(‘tit them loose, for in the deep snow 
he Mould have been helpless, 
(trow ­ 
ing fainter at every moment, he stru g ­ 
gled in the deadly chill of the Mater 
for four or five m inutes before he at 
last succeeded in bringing them up end 
first, as they had gone down. 
W hen he staggered hack stiffly upon 
the snow the very life seemed Mlth- 
d raw n from his bones. 
His beard was 
a cake of ice. and his heavy clothing 
had frozen inro a coat of mail almost 
as hard as iron plate. 
There M'as no 
sensation left in his limbs, and he 
trembled Mith a num b shuddering. 
Long forest training told him w h a t 
must be done. 
H e m ust have a fire at 
once. 
H e would have to find a dry 
birch tree or a splintered pine th a t 
Mould light easily. 
His benutnber brain clung to this 
idea, and lie began to stum ble tow ard 
shore, his snow -shoes sll?ets ot ice, and 
his clothes rattling as he w ent. 
But 
itll a h unter’s instinct he stuck to 
his rifle, tucking it tinder ins icy a n n . 
Ile could see no birch tree, and the 
tm nk Mas bordered with nu im penetra­ 
ble growth of alders. 
He dragged him ­ 
self up the river, and each step seemed 
to require a more and more intolerable 
exertion. 
H e could not feel Ins feet as he lifted 
m d put them down; when he saw them 
moving they looked like tilings inde­ 
pendent of himself. 
Ile had ceased to 
feel cold. 
H e no longer felt ail! thing, 
except a deadly w eariness th a t Mas 
rushing him into the suom*. 
lie Mont on. however, driven by the 
fighting instinct, till of a sudden he 
SHM* it 
t In- lurch tree he was seek Alg, 
hilling spectrally among the black 
spruces by the river. 
It Mas an old, half-dead tree. covered 
Mith great cutis of hark that Mould 
flare up at Hie touch of a match. 
He 
had matches in a M’aterproof box. and 
lie contrived to get them out of his 
frozen pocket. 
H e dropped the box 
half a dozen times in trying to open it. 
opened it at last Mith ids teeth, and 
dropped it again, spilling the matches 
into the snoM*. 
Suom* is as dry as sand at th at tem ­ 
perature, and he scraped them up, and 
tried to strike one on th e rifle barrel 
B ut he w as unable to hold the bit of 
wood in his num bed fingers; there was 
absolutely no feeling in his hands, and 
tin' match fell from his grasp at every 
attem pt. This is a familiar peri! in the 
north woods, w hore dozens of men 
have frozen to death M ith firewood and 
m atches beside them, from sheer in­ 
ability to strike a light.

H e reached cam p again a 
little sifter sunrise, u here he found 
Chouteau in a state of great pertur­ 
bation. and on the point of setting out 
to look for him. 
Shanley s feet had been badly frozen, 
and he cam e near losing three of his 
toes. 
Ile w as unable to go tin* rounds 
of th e traps for tw o Meeks, but that 
the adventure did not discourage him 
is show n by the fact th at u hen the 
trappers came out of the woods in 
M arch they brought eighteen u o lf pelts 
Mith them 
Youth’s Companion.

In the course of a lengthy article de­ 
nouncing the rat, the bondon Specta­ 
tor rem arks: 
Almost the only places in uhlcli they 
do no harm , and are even useful, are 
tin* tunnels of the underground r:t ii - 
M ays of London, and near th e p la t­ 
forms of tho great London termini. 
Passengers throw quantities of surplus 
food out of the M’indoMs. anil tin* rail- 
w ay rats come out by night and de­ 
vour it. 
T he electrification of the Dis­ 
trict and “Circle" lines has greatly d i­ 
minished the rats in those parts of 
underground Lnndnu. 
They are not 
only very inquisitive, but naturally 
and habitually touch every object they 
come near, tirst Mith their u’hlskers, 
and then M ith their noses. 
They are 
not still for a moment, but alw ays kept 
in motion like a fly fisher’s rod. 
W ith 
"live” rails down in th e tunnels, u h ic h 
e m it-the peculiar smell accom panying 
highly charged conductors, this inquir­ 
ing habit of the ra ts leads thorn to dis- 
nstor. 
T hey smell that the “live” rail 
is not quite like an ordinary length of 
steel, put their w hiskers against it. 
and filially lay their noses on it. 
This 
causes death in a moment, tho rats 
falling hackM'flrds, and expiring after 
one or two kicks.

CAUSES OF OCEAN CURRENTS 


N ansen, th e E xplorer, D issen ts F row th e 
Accepted Doctrine. 
Dr. Nansen urns led to make his fa ­ 
mous attem pt to reach the North Pole 
by drifting in tile ice pack north of 
Siberia and Europe by the discovery 
of a great current that wits moving 
w estw ard and northwestward. 
It did 
not take him as far north as he hoped, 
but enabled him to make a record that 
rem ained unequalled for a long time. 
Since then the man has given a little 
thought to the influences which give 
rise to such currents. 
The majority of oceangraphers think 
that the wind's are the chief cause. 
They believe, for instance, that the 
G ulf of M exico becomes overcharged 
w ith water, and gives rise to the G ulf 
Stream, because the general direction 
Of the Minds near the equator Is from 
the east. 
They also believe that the 
drift from the shores of N ew England 
and the Eastern Canadian provinces 
toward Europe is due to the prevailing 
w esterly ami southw esterly breezes on 
the A tlantic in high latitudes. 
Dr. N ansen docs not fully indorse 
this opinion. 
H e says in a G erm an 
periodical th a t as the effect of the 
e a rth ’s rotation brings about*a devia­ 
tion of the ocean’s currents from the 
direction of the wind, he believes that 
this fa ct vitiates the conclusions of 
those w ho hold to tile above theory. 
E xcept on th e equator and iii special 
cases d u e to th e proxim ity of large 
land masses, lie holds th at it is im pos­ 
sible for a w ind to produce a w a te r 
cu rren t th a t coincides Mith its direc­ 
tion. 
It is his belief th a t the potent agent 
in th e production of ocean currents is 
the difference in tem perature betw een 
the equator and th e poles. 
Winds, 
however, w hile not shaping the courses 
of currents, m ay influence to some ex­ 
tent their rate of motion. 
The main 
ocean currents, he believes, may be 
explained as due to influences intro­ 
duced by the continents in their path. 
“Tin* Bulletin of the American Geo- 
graphical 
Society” 
editorially 
pro­ 
nounces Dr. N ansen’s paper “a search­ 
ing aud brilliant exposition of his in­ 
vestigations and deductions," b u t it 
adds th a t “ in so complicated a subject, 
bristling w ith disturbing factors, it 
may bt* long before a eoncluscton is 
reached th a t Mill be universally a c ­ 
cepted.”—T rib u n e F arm er.

THE MOONLIGHT TRAILERS

IN the north shore of Lake 


Superior, where the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway draws 
a frail line of settlement 
through that rugged coun- 
try of granite and forest, 


lived Peter Shanley. 
In the summer 


lie was a section man on the road, but 
lie usually went north into the woods 
•with the first snow, and spent the 
•winter In trapping. 
He had discovered an excellent trap- 


pins location on the upper Nlpigou. 
nnd had gone there for the lust four 
•winters with his hunting partner, a

There they had built a log cabin, ami 
there they returned early in the -win- 
ter of last year with two toboggan- 
loads of supplies, and at once proceed- 
ed to lay out their lines of traps.

But for circum- 
venting these too sagacious animals. 
Sbanley had invented a method of bis 
own. which had already proved highly 
successful. 


On a moonlight night he would go 


into the swamps and shoot a couple 
of rabbits, which be would drag in the 
snow so as t3 leave a blood trail. 
Sucu 


n scent fs irresistible to any predatory 
animal, and after an hour's trumping 
Shanley would bear the bunting cry 
open—the 
curious. 
moaning 
yelp 


through the dark woods. 
H>> would 


then make a small semi-circle back, 
and climb a tree close to his own trail. 
When the pack came past on the scent 
lie usually managed to get at least 
three shots witL his repeater before 
they scattered. 
! They rarely showed spirit enong'i to 
nttack him: the sudden fright of the 
shots svnt them scampering. He would 
gladly lune bad them be«iege him in 
liis tree, for with a belt full of cart- 
ridges he could have killed the whole 
pack, which seldom numbered more 
than eight or ten. But he ne\ei' had 
any such fortune. 


Winter set in hard and early, with 


^musually deep snow, and near the end 
'of December Shanley went out on bis 
tirst wolf-lu;nt of the season. It was 
about inoonrise. and the night air was 
s>o still as to appear milder than it 
really was. 
There had been recent 


heavy storms, and tbe hemlocks were 
deeply laden with fresh snow, dry us 
powder. 
The woods were very still,

Half a mile from the shanty be shot 


ti hare that was nibbling a spruce 
trunk, and a little way farther be se- 
cured another. The carcasses be tied 
to a deerskin tbong. nnd trailed thorn 
in the wake of bis snow-shoes.

CAUSES OF OCEAN CURRENTS 


HMICD, th« Bcplocw, DlMmU From the 


Accepted Vootrtm*. 


Dr. Nnnsen was led to make his fa- 


mous attempt to reach tbe North Pole 
by drifting in the Ice pack north of 
Siberia and Europe by the discovery 
of a great current tbat was moving 
westward and northwestward. It did 
not take him as far north as be hoped, 
but enabled him to make a record that 
remained unequalled for a long time. 
Since then the man hn» given a little 
thought to the influences which give 
rise to such currents. 


Tbe majority of ocenngriiphers think 


that the wind* are the chief cause. 
They believe, for instance, that the 
Gulf of Mexico becomes overcharged 
with water, and gives rise to the Gulf 
Stream, because the general direction 
of the winds near the equator IK from 
the east. They also believe that the 
drift from the shores of New England 
and the Eastern Canadian provinces 
toward Europe is due to tbe prevailing 
westerly and southwesterly breezes on 
the Atlantic in high latitudes. 


Dr. Nansen does not fully Indorse 


this opinion. 
He says In a German 


periodical tbat as the effect of tbe 
earth's rotation brings about'a devia- 
tion of the ocean's currents from the 
direction of tlie wind, be believes that 
this fact vitiates the conclusions of 
those who hold to the above theory. 
Except on tho equator nnd In special 
cases due to the proximity of large 
land masses, he holds tbat It is impos- 
sible for a wind to produce a water 
current that coincides with its direc- 
tion. 


It Is bis belief that the potent agent 


in the production of ocean currents is 
the difference in temperature between 
tbe equator nnd the poles. 
Winds, 


however, while not shaping the courses 
of currents, may Influence to some ex- 
tent their rate of motion. Tbe main 
ocean currents, he believes, may be 
explained as due to influences intro- 
duced by the continents In their path. 
"Tbe Bulletin of tbe American Geo- 
graphical 
Society" 
editorially 
pro- 


nounces Dr. Nansen's paper "a search- 
Ing and brilliant exposition of his In- 
vestigations and deductions," but It 
adds tbat "in so complicated a subject, 
bristling with disturbing factors, it 
may be long before a coucluscion is 
reached thnt will be universally ac- 
cepted."—Tribune Farmer.

IN the north shore of Lak 


Superior, where the Cann 
dian Pueiflc Railway draw 
a frail line of sett lemon 
through that rugged cour 
try of granite ami forest 


lived Peter Shanley. 
lu the suiume 


lie was a section man on tho road, l»u 
lie usually went north into the wood 
•with the first snow, and spent 
th< 


winter in trapping. 


He had discovered an excellent trap 


ping location on the upper Nlpigou 
nnd had gone there for the last four

CAUSES OF OCEAN CURRENTS 


V»m»»o, <&• Kxplom, DltMBt* From tb» 


Accepted UootriB*. 


Dr. Nnnsen was led to make hit fa- 


mous attempt to reach tbe North Pole 
by drifting in the ice pack north of 
Siberia and Europe by the discovery 
of a great current that wns' moving 
westward and northwestward. It did 
not take him as far north as he hoped, 
but enabled him to make a record that 
remained unequalled for a long time. 
Since then the man has- given a little 
thought to the influences which give 
rise to such currents. 


Tbe majority of oceangraphers think 


that the wind* are the chief cause. 
They believe, for instance, that the 
Gulf of Mexico becomes overcharged 
with water, and gives rise to the Gulf 
Stream, because the general direction 
of the winds near the equator IK from 
the east. They also believe that the 
drift from the shores of New England 
and the Eastern Canadian provinces 
toward Europe is due to tbe prevailing 
westerly and southwesterly breezes on 
the Atlantic in high latitudes. 


Dr, Nansen docs not fully Indorse 


this opinion. 
He says in a German 


periodical that as tbe effect of the 
earth's rotation brings about* a devia- 
tion of the ocean's currents from the 
direction of the wind, be believes tbnt 
this fact vitiates the conclusions of 
those who hold to the above theory. 
Except on tho equator and in special 
cases due to the proximity of large 
litnd masses, he holds that It Is impos- 
sible for a wind to produce a water 
current that coincides with its direc- 
tion. 


It is bis belief that the potent agent 


in the production of ocean currents Is 
the difference in temperature between 
the equator and the poles.
